(Continued from-Page 1) 
ton on which a definite value has 
been fixed by hedging in the fu- 
ture markets. 
"The total volume of advances 


of this sort to be made by the fed- 
eral farm board will be limited only 
by .the actual requirements of the 
cotton co-operative associations. It 
is expected the sum involved for 
this year's marketing operations 
will run somewhere between $5- 
000,000 and $10,000,000. 
"The effect of the secondary loan 
by the federal farm board, the an- 
nouncement continued, "will be to 
permit the 
co-operative associa- 
tion to make settlement with the 
member growers when the latter 
desires to sell his cotton without 
forcing that cotton onto the mar- 
ket at a time when buyers may al- 
ready be over supplied. 
Receipt Ninety Per Cent. 
"From the Federal intermediate 
banks and the federal farm board, 
the association will 
receive ad- 
vances equal to 90 per cent of the 
fixed value. To this amount the 
cotton associations will add ten per 
cent from their own capital 
re- 
serve; will pay In full the grower 
who IB in distress and must have 
money, and it will at the same 
,lme be able to merchandise the 
cotton in an orderly fashion as the 
spinning mills of the 
world re- 
quire it." 


Carl Williams of Oklahoma, rep- 
resenting cotton Interests on the 
board, in commenting on the an- 
nouncement, said "this is just ex- 
actly what the 
cotton 
growers 
want."

NUMEROUS CHANGES IN GAME 


LAWS MADE BY LEGISLATURE; 
HUNT DOVE-QUAIL DECEMBER 


BY PAUL MOORE. 


A large number of restrictions 


j have been placed on the hunters 
in Texas and a number of the sea- 
sons for hunting have been chang- 
ed by the Texas legislature In its 
recent sessions. In Navarro coun- 
ty, the shooting of doves will not 
be lawful until December 1 instead 
of September 1 as has been the law 
for * number of years. The writ- 
er has received a number of quer- 
ies with reference to the open sea- 
son for doves and below Js repro- 
duced tho statute passed by the 
Texas legislature at the first call- 
ed session: 


"Article 879. There shall be an 
open season or period of time when 
it shall be lawful to hunt, take or 
kill wild mourning doves in 
the 
north zone during the months of 
September and October of each 
year ,and In the South zone dur- 
ing the months of October and No- 
vember of 
each year, provided, 


however, that it shall be unlawful to 
hunt or kill wild mourning doves 
except during the period of time 
from December I to January 16, 
both days inclusive of each year, 
In the following counties: Lamar, 
Red River, Bowie, Delta, Hopkins, 
Franklin, Titus, 
Morris, 
Cass, 
Wood, Camp, Upshur, Marlon, Har- 
rison, Gregg, Smith, Van Zandt,

Blanco shall be during the months 
of October and November of each 
year and at all other time of the 
year'it shall be unlawful to kill such 
wild mourning doves In any of 
said names counties." 


Clay 
Nash, 
Navarro county 


judge, stated Saturday afternoon 
that the new regulation provided 
for the hunting qf doves Dec. 1 to 
Jan. 15 suspended the old regula- 
tion. He also called the attention 
of the hunters to the new regula- 
tion which prohibits hunters step- 
ping from their cars on the public 
highways and shooting at birds or 
beasts. The enactment reads: 


"Any person who shoot* or dis- 
charges a gun, pistol or firearm, In, 
or along or across any public .road 
shall be 
fined not more than 
$100." 


The original purpose of the above 
enactment was not to save the 
birds sitting on fences or telephone 
ar.l telegraph wires, but It will ef- 
fect the saving of thousands an-

We, your committee named by the president to investigate the FIFTY CENT PER BALE 


COTTON HANDLING FEE and seek its elim ination, have held several conferences with 
representatives of the several factors interested.

Our findings, briefly, are as follows: 
First, the fifty cent per bale fee was added by local cotton merchants at the beginning of 


last years cotton season to meet what they felt was a part of the legitimate expense incident 
to the marketing of cotton. 


Second, the fee was unpopular with the farmers and worked to the disadvantage of the 


local spot market. 
. 


Through the very fine cooperation of each of the interested groups, we have been able to 


arrive at what we believe is an entirely satisfactory solution for eliminating the fee. 


The local banks, through the Corsicana* Clearing House, have agreed to waive exchange 


on clearance of inter-bank transactions within the city. 


The Corsicana Warehouse Company and E. K. Moore's Cotton Yard have agreed to lower 


their fee per bale from seventy-five to sixty cents. 
,

Corsicana cotton merchants have agreed, in view of these concessions, to eliminate Imme- 


diately the f if ty-cent per bale charge to the farmer and thus absorb their part of this handling 
fee, giving the advantage to the farmer. 


We have found a spirit of give and take among these groups and a desire to keep Corsicana 


to the forefront as a favorable local cotton market. We believe the farmer will appreciate 
this desire to work to his interest and the community as a whole will be benefited through 
good will which will come from this action.

Mrs. Kinsolving has announced 
that she will not be a candidate 
for reelection of the office of presi- 
dent. 
Considerable work has also been 


carried out In the department of 
"Americanism" which has spons- 
ored essay contests in the public 
schools to encourage the study of 
the state's history, and to achieve 
a better understanding of the con- 
stitution of the nation. Ir many In- 
stances the auxiliary has been ask- 
ed by school officials to continue 
these contests or to sponsor them 
for the first time. 
The Texas department will be 


represented at the national conven- 
tion at Louisville, Ky., the first 
week in October, and the delegates 
will 'explain the work they have 
done in child welfare, Mrs. Kin- 
solving announced; Texas will also' 
be represented at the annual meet- 
ing of "Fidac"-which will be held 
in Serbia this year.

marked unofficially at least, end of 
the second lap of the 
Zeppelin's 


round the world tour, which began 
at Lakehurst, N. J., 10:40 p. m. E. 
S. T., Wednesday, Aug. 7, with 
the first lap completed Saturday 
Aug. 10 at 7:03 a. m., with landing 
at Friedrichshafen. The 4,200 miles 
was covered in 
55 hours and 24 
minutes. 
Ahead of the Graf Zeppelin lay 


two more laps before completion of 
its world tour, from Tokyo to Los 
Angeles—which as the Graf 
flies 


should be about 5,470 miles— and 
from Los Angeles to Lakehurst, 
about 2,500 miles, or 7,970 miles to- 
tal. 


The average speed of the Zeppe- 
lin from Friedrichshafen to Tokyo 
was just in excess of 64 miles an 
hour. This, when it Is' considered 
that but three of the dirigible's five 
motors were kept running during 
most of the trip, was exceptionally 
good and about 15 miles per hour 
in excess of what Dr. Hugo Eck- 
ener, the Zeppelin's master, iid es- 
timated it would make. 


Sixty Aboard. 
Aboard the Zeppelin were sixty 
persons, 40 crew and officers, and 
20 passengers, of whom Lady Grace 
Drummand Hay was the only wo- 
man. 
With the exception of 
a 
knick-knack or two, including 
a 


bust of Baron Ehrenfeld, there was 
no freight, other than 50,000 pieces 
of mall, the revenue from which 
brought the Zeppelin nearly 
as 
many dollars. 


The 
Zeppelin's sigmting over 
Tokyo occurred just 
45 minutes 


after it circled the giant Japanese 
hangar at Kasumigaura, the Japa- 
nese naval air station. 
The diri- 
gible remained but a few moments 
over Kasumigaura and then head- 
ed for Tokyo, capital of the Land 
of the Rising Sun, to while away 
the hours until evening when a 
drop In temperature would permit 
landing. 
i Rain and fog on the last 600 
miles of her journey brought 
a 
slight alteration in the Zeppelin's 
course and delayed Its arrival sev- 
eral hours beyond early estimates. 
After leaving the Siberian main- 
land, she flew well down the west 
coast of Hokkaido, northernmost 
of the main Islands of the Japa- 
nese group.

It returned 25 minutes later 
and-headed back to Kasumigaura 
to be berthed. 
As soon as the ship was seen,

The trip com- 
pleted today, while representing its 
longest traversed distance, did not 
represent the Graf's greatest fly- 
ing time, its first westward crossing 
of the Atlantic, completed Oct. 15, 
192C. took 111 hours and 38 min- 
utes to travel approximately 6,300 
miles.

to death by steam from the explod- 
ed boiler of a locomotive, when a 
St. Louis-San Francisco passenger 
train was hurled down an embank- 
ment by an open switch, lay in a 
morgue here today while officials 
attempted to fix responsibility for 
the tragedy. 


Two white men, the engineer and 


fireman, and eleven negroes, Im- 
prisoned in a chair car with the 
steam from the locomotive, were 
killed when the train plunged from 
Its rails yesterday on the outskirts 
of Henryetta. 


City and 
county officers 
and 


railroad 
detectives expressed be- 


lief the switch deliberately had been 
opened, after its 
lock had been 
broken. 


Harry Webb, section worker, as- 


serted he had locked the switch 
Saturday afternoon and that the 
lock had remained on it until some 
time yesterday morning. The lock 
was not found immediately, after 
the wreck. 


The train, running 50 miles an 


hour, rushed through the switch 
and catapulated down an embank- 
ment. The engineer, W. E. Wolfe 
of Sherman, Texas, was killed, ap- 
parently with his hand upon the 
throttle. H. A. Bryan, fireman, al- 


so of Sherman, was thrown clear 
of the cab and was scalded to 
death when the boiler of the loco- 
motive burst. The steam from the 
boiler roared 
Into a chair car, 


which had come to rest beside the 
locomotive, scalding 11 negro men, 
women and children to death.

TARIFF BILL SUBMITTED TO

pliance with the custom whereby 
the party in power alone in actual 
tariff rate-making, will

proved by the house and lay plans

Elimination of the three-cent in- 
crease voted by the house n the 
duty on raw wgol, leaving it at 
thirty-one cents a pound. 


Increases in the house duties 


on wool wastes, cotton textiles, 
agricultural products. 


Reduction of tbe present rate 
on automobiles and trucks 
and 
buses of the lighter type. 
The 


house did not change this duty. 
Restoration to the free list of 


shlnges and cedar lumber, which 
the house made dutiable, and the 
transfer to the free list of Mang- 
anese ore arid loge, existing on 
which were not disturbed by the 
house. 


Increases In the house leather 
duties and retention of the pro- 
posed duties on hides and shoes, all 
of which are now admitted free 
except a few kinds of leather.
